The  Bilingual  Program  is  in  its  fifth 
year  of  operation  at  Chelsea  High 
School.  Presently  staffed  by  four 
full-time  teachers  and  one  career- 
guidance  counselor,  the  program 
provides  services  for  approximate¬ 
ly  one  hundred  and  ten  students.
